The de- 
fendants also counter-claimed from 
the plaintiff the sum of $697. 90 as 
damages sustained after setting off 
the claim of 3861.30 of the plaintiff. 
wn other words thé counter-elaim 
was for $1,559.20, Mr, MM. K. Lo was 
for the defendants, 

Mr, Arculli asked for judgment | 
forthe amount claimed: saying that 
in ‘the counterclaim, . Mr. Lo had 
admitted the liability, Furthermore, 
Mr, Lo's counterclaim was out of 
the jurisdiction, of the Court:ns it 
exceeded the $1,000 Himit. . 

Mr.” Arculli further said that 
there could,,be no question of in. 
advertence, mistake or ‘omission. 
Mr. Lo -had. written him a letter 
which implied that the claim was 
admitted.. The letter only said that 
they were going to file a .counter- 
claim, 7A counter-claim, Mr. Arculli 
contended, could not be a set-off, 


claim; and the counter-claim could 
be dealt with later. The counter- 
‘claim in itself was ‘‘ bad"? because 
it exceeded the 81,000 limit.
